Introduction: 

Islam is a religion of peace. It teaches us to love and respect fellow human beings. It 
commands Muslim to have good opinion about fellow Muslims. 

“Why It did not happen when you had heard it that the muslim men and muslim 
women would have thought good of their own people, and say this is the manifest 
slander” (Holy Quran, Noorul Irfan 24:12)

many people using harsh words when speaking about ambiya, sahaba, saliheen etc., 
in varieties of languages. They don't care about anybody. Whatever comes in their 
minds is being circulated and blaming the ayimmas in many ways. 

“And those who hurt the believing men and believing women without any reason, 
they are guilty of false association and an open sin” (Holy Quran, Noorul Irfan 
33 : 58 ) 

The scholars and noble servants of ahlus sunnah are being targeted and blamed for 
many baseless objections. The deviants of today are more particular about blaming 
the ayimmah of earlier times. There are so many names given to those pious servants 
ofallah such as grave worshipper, arwaah worshipper, shyakh worshipper etc., 

Allay says is holy quran “01 Believers let not some men among you laugh at other 
men. Perhaps they may be better than them (who laugh). And the women must not 
laugh at other women. Perhaps they may be better than them (women who are 
laughing). And neither should find faults in one another, nor call one another by 
nicknames. What a bad things it is to be called disobedient after believing. And 
those who do not repent, they are unjust” (Holy Quran, Noorul Irfan 49:11) 

Respecting each other is the base of Islam. If you read the life of prophets and 
companions of our beloved prophet , each and every action by them was 
presented with respect. Not only the human personalities were respected but all the 
holy relics associated with them were respected and took benefits from those holy 
relics (This will be discussed in a separate article Insha allah soon). A series of 
narrations are available regarding this subject in the books of ahadith. 

We are living in an era, where we are surrounded by various kinds offitnas which are 
being developed every day in various forms and names. It is very difficult to identity 
who is from ahlus sunnah and who is from deviant sect.

Question: 

Is kissing the hands of pious, Aalim (scholar), old and elderly allowed in Islam. This 

includes aunts, uncles, and also distant aunts and uncles. 

Answer: 


All perfect praise be to Allah. The Lord of the Worlds. I testify that there is none worthy of worship except Allah, 
and that Muhammad is His slave and Messenger. 

There is no objection to kiss the hands of scholars, parents and other pious and righteous people. 

Ath-Thahabi and Ibn Hajar said: "Zayd ibn Thabit mounted a horse. Ibn 'Abbas grabbed its stirrup (to help him). 
Zayd said: “Do not do that o cousin of the Prophet 4£.” Ibn ‘Abbas said: "We were ordered to act like that with 


our scholars". Thereupon Zavd kissed his hand and said. “This is how we were ordered to deal with the family of 
our Prophet 

Abu Dawood and Al-Bukhaari in Al-Adab Al Mu frad reported from Zarra Ibn Ami r who was a member of the 
delegation of Abd Al-Qays, who said: “We got down off our camels rushing to kiss the hands and feet of the 
Prophet 

Ahmad. An-Nasaa’ i and I bn Maaja h reported from Muaawiyah As-Sulami that he came to the Prophet seeking 


permission to go on Jihad and he mentioned the Hadeeth which includes: “.... Is your mother alive? He replied: 
‘yes’. He said to him: ”Stick to her foot. Indeed Paradise is there." Ibn ‘Abideen said: 'Perhaps what is meant is 
kissing her feet .' Ibn Haiar Al-Havthami mentioned that ‘Ali kissed the hand and foot of ‘Abbas and said: “O dear 
uncle, be satisfied with me.” There are numerous proofs to this.

Question: 

I see some people after shaking hands, they kiss their hands or they put their hand 
on their chest to show more love, so is this permissible? Benefit us may Allah 
reward you with good. 

Answer 

This action has no origin from what we know in the legislation of Islaam. and it is not 
legislated to kiss the hand or put it on the chest after shaking hands, rather it is an 
innovation if he believes that he will get closer to Allah subhaana with it.

Ruling on kissing the hand of a righteous man and bowing to him 


Question 

What is the ruling on kissing the hand ot a righteous man and bowing to Nm?. 

Answer 

Praise be to Allaah, 

With regard to kissing the hand, the majority of scholars are of the view that it Is 
makrooh. especially If It is a habit But If it Is done sometimes on some 
occasions, there is nothing wrong with that in the case of a righteous man, a 
righteous ruler, a father and the like. There is nothing wrong with that, but rf It is 
done regularly then It is makrooh. 

Some of the scholars regarded that as haraam If it Is customarily done at every 
meeting. But If it Is done occasionally then there Is nothing wrong with It, 

As for putting the forehead to the hand as a kind of prostration on the hand, this 
is a haraam kind of prostration and the scholars call it the lesser prostration. It is 
not permissible to put the forehead to the hand of the person to signify 
prostrating on i t That is not permissible. But kissing it wrth the mouth, if that is 
not done as a habit but rather is done rarely or occasionally, there Is nothing 
wrong with it because It ts narrated from the Prophet (blessings and peace of 
Allah be upon him) that some of the Companions kissed his hands and feet The 
matter Is not serious if it is done rarely, but if It becomes habitual and is always 
done then it is makrooh or haraam. 

As for bowing, that Is not permissible. If R Is like rukoo' (bowing In prayer) R Is 
not permissible, because bowing is an act of worship and It is not permissible to 
bow. But If the bowing Is not an act of veneration, rather he bowed because he 
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In continuation to this fatwa, mufti sahab has clearly indicated that bowing in front 
of some human being to mark respect is not permissible. For that he brought one 
hadith and finally in the conclusion he himself wrote “Even though the isnaad of this 
hadith is weak, it shall be followed, because there is a great deal of corroborating 

evidence that supports its meaning Here mufti Sahab is giving a rule that, you can 
even follow a weak hadith if you found some sound recommendations for that. I 
hope those who are blindly accusing ahlus sunnah in this subject matter can shut 
their mouth after listening to their own mufti sahab from Saudi Arabia. 

is short and the one who is greeting him is tall, so he leans forward to shake 
hands with him, and not because of veneration; rather it is so that he can greet 
him if he is short or is paralyzed - then there is nothing wrong with that But if 
he bow or leans forward out of respect for him, that is not permissible, and 
there is the fear that it may be shirk if the intention is to show respect and 
honour thereby. _ Rule is described here? I 

It was narrated that the Prophet (blessings and peace of Allah be upon him) was 
asked: 0 Messenger of Allah, when I meet a man should I bow to him? He said: 

No. He said: Should I embrace him and kiss him? He said: No. He said: Should I 
shake his hand? He said: Yes. Even though the isnaad of this hadeeth is weak, it 
should be followed, because there is a great deal of corroborating evidence that 
supports its meaning. Similarly, there is a great deal of evidence that bowing to 
people is not permissible. 

To sum up, it is not permissible at all to bow to any person, kings or otherwise, 
but if it is not done as a sign of veneration, rather a person leans forward to 
greet another if he is short or paralyzed or is sitting down, so he leans forward 
to greet him, there is nothing wrong with that. End quote.

First of all, we say that we have highlighted in many Fataawa in our Arabic site 
that Imaain Al-Bukhaari, may Allaah have mercy upon him, did not commit 
himself in his book Al-Adab Al-Mufrad to listing only authentic narrations, nor 
did he mention this in the book [Al-Adab Al-Mufrad], However, he mentioned 
.the chain of narrators and it is for the reader to look at this chain 


We clarified that this matter does not undermine the status of Al-Bukhaari, as 
many Imaams listed in their books both the authentic and inauthentic narrations, 
and this is not something they are to be blamed for, because they did not commit 
themselves to only stating the authentic narrations; among whom was Imaam 
Ahmad, Abu Daawood, At-Tirmithi, An-Nasaa'i, Ibn Maajah, and others. Imaam Al- 
Bukhaari committed himself to mentioning the authentic narrations only in his 

.book Al-Jaami ’ As-Saheeli

The Chapter to which you referred to -dear questioner, is the chapter of 
“Kissing the Foot”, in which Imaain Al-Bukhaari mentioned a Hadeeth and a 
statement of a companion. The Hadeeth was narrated by Az-Zaari' ibn 'Aamir, who 
said: " We came and we were told, That (over there) is the Messenger of Allah.' We 
took his hands and feet and kissed them." The chain of narrators of this Hadeeth 

.includes Umm Abaan bint Al-Waazi' who is unknown 


As for the statement of the companion, it was of Suhayb, who said: “I saw 'Ali 
[kissing the hands and feet of AI-'Abbaas.” [End of quote 


Shaykh Al-Albaani considered it as Dha’eef (inauthentic) due to Suhayb (who is 
.unknown and) who was the servant of AI-'Abbaas ibn 'Abdul-Muttalib 


The fact that Al-Bukhaari. may Allaah have mercy upon him, mentioned this 
.Chapter does not necessary mean that what is mentioned in it is authentic 



As for the reason why Shaykh Al-Albaani removed that number of narrations, then 
this is something he did and it is his won judgment. He thought that it is better to 
separate the authentic narrations from the inauthentic ones and put each set in a 
separate book. He did the same tiling in the four books of Sunan, and people 

may differ with him, may Allaah have mercy upon him, on that, as it was 
possible to classify the authentic and inauthentic narrations while keeping the 
.book in its original version as authored by its author

1) Kissing hands of pious servants of allah such as teacher, shuyook, ulama, 
parents etc., is permissible. 

2) Kissing hands of ulama to mark respect is not shirk/kufr. 

3) Deviants possess both qualities of Munafiqeen and Kharjis in many aspects to 
misquote or reject hadith related to this subject matter. 

4) The quoted hadith are authenticated and approved by great scholars in earlier 
times including scholars like Imam Bukhari. 

3) Sunn/s follow all the narrations which respect fellow human being and also to 
mark a respect of pious servants of allah. 

6) Respect is a part of our deen. There are numerous references to see how 
companions dealt with our beloved prophet 

7) Deviants simply reject all these hadith by mentioning that all these hadith are 
weak and not subject to follow as did by Al-bani and other salafi scholars. 

8) Those hadith which represent the creed of ahlus sunnah are being removed 
from books like sihah sittah.
